“ Retrenchment and reform” has been our motto. We have en- 
leavored to review the past,—to consider upon the present, and scan 
as far as possible the future. ‘The financial affairs of a town should 
he looked after as carefully as would individuals look to their own 
financial concerns. 

In reviewing the past, we have found that we have not. received’ 
our just proportion of Railroad tax, by some $300 to $500. This 
should immediately be looked into and corrected, Why.we have not 
received our proportion of said tax, will be more fully explained. 
town-meeting day. 

Also, in reviewing the past, we have found that we had a very 
large number of poor helped by the town. At the commencement, 
and during a part of the year, cighteen persons were helped, more or

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REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee. 


Our citizens have reason to congratulate themselves on the general 
prosperity and success of our schools during the past year. 

District No. 1. This District embraces two schools. The Primary 
was taught by Miss. Lyp1a D. C. Bracket, who, though not much 
experienced in teaching, has conducted the school with tack, energy 
and patience ; qualifications indispensible to the teacher, and nowhere 
more so than in this department. 

It is hoped that this important branch of our school interest will not 
be overlooked by parents, and friends of education. Whatever is 
primary in the institutions of society, is first, in importance and re- 
sponsibility. Here, the very foundations of character, so far as schools 
have anything to do with the matter, are often laid. 

The length of the school has been 30 weeks, divided into 3 terms. 
The whole number of different scholars attending has been &8. Lar- 
gest atone time 71. The average attendance tor the year has been 
47. Any one acquainted with the capacity of the school-room must 
see that the school must have been inconveniently crowded. ‘The 
school has suffered from this cause. From the large number of schal- 
ars an assistant was found necessary. Miss. ADELAIDE Prase has 
rendered efficient service in this capacity. 

The Grammar school has been conducted with more than usual in- 
terest and success by Miss. KE. F. JupxKins, well known as one of the 
most successful teachers in the County. It is no injustice to anybody 
to say, that the school was in a very crude state at the beginning o. 
the year. Persistent and skilful effort alone, brought order out of 
chaos. Vivacity, regularity and thoroughness, seemed to the Commitf 
tee to be marked features of the school. The expediency of employ- 
ing female teachers for Our grammar school, is no longer a problem. 
This school has also been too full. Valuable assistance bas been ren-

dered by Miss Heiien J. Morton, one of the pupils of the school. 

The length of the school has been 80 weeks, divided into 3 terms.— — 
Whole number of different scholars attending the school 82. Average 
attendance forthe year 58 1-3 Largest number at one time 76. They > 
need of more room for our schools, :s so manifest, that {the committee — 
feel it unnecessary to dwell upon it in this report. It must be provid- 
ed very soon, or a portion of the scholars be turned out of doors.— — rik 
Perhaps those who are unwilling to be taxed for this purpose, (if tk as 
are any such) will be willing that their children shall be exclude 

District No. 2; The Summer term was taught by Miss. A. 
Gusta Burtrey. ‘There seemed in the early part of the term, ag 
want of attention on the part of the pupils, but by the perseverin 
forts of the teacher, this was in a measure overcome ; and just a 
term was closing, there was an evident waking up. ‘The improv. 
on.the whole was very marked, but was accomplished by hard work 
ahd patient fidelity on the part of the teacher. It seemed a source of 
regret, that, just as the difficulties Legan to give way, and the school 
begun to move, it must close, and much of this advantage lost in the 
long vacation ensuing. Length of the term 12 weeks. Whole num- 
ber attending, 20. Average attendance, 16. . 

‘The winter term was taught by Mr. Ezra F. Barner. Had the 
scholars been prepared to begin where Miss. Burry left them, and 
been put on the same course of discipline and instruction, as that of 
the Summer term, the school would have been more successful. But 
the long waste between the terms, fogether with the different mode of 
the teacher, (a thing unavoidable where teachers are changed every 
term) haye operated to its injury. The chief wants of the school have 
seemed to be a better classification, greater application, and stricter _ 
order; yet we witnessed some improvement in all these particulars.— 
The length of the term was 16 weeks. Whole number of scholars at- 
tending, 29. Average attendance, 21. Length of the school for the 
year, 28 weeks. Highest number attending at one time, 29. Aver- 
age for the year, 15 1-2. - Number of different scholars attending tor 
the year 32, er 2
